The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEcrioN 1. The general terms of the circuit raining time 
court for the twelfth judicial circuit shall be held c oorurgageth 
as follows: In the county of Rock, on the fourth J' i"reult. 
Monday in January, the fourth Monday in April, 
and Wednesday next after the first Monday in 
November. In the county of Green, on the third 
Tuesday in February, the second Tuesday in June 
and the third Monday in October. In the county 
of Jefferson, on the first Tuesday in March, the 
third Tuesday in June, and the first Monday in 
September; but no juries shall be summoned for 
either of the terms in this circuit appointed to be 
held in the months of January and June. 

SECTION 2. Every term in this circuit shall SPectal term,. 
also be a special term for the whole judicial 
circuit. 

SECTION 3. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent RePeal• 
with this act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
